MARRIED COLLEGE GRADS 

MAY ENLIST IN NAVY’ 

New Orleans, La., May 26—The 
Navy has lifted the ban on mar¬ 
ried men becoming deck and en¬ 
gineer officers, it was announced 
today by Eighth Naval District 
Headquarters. 

The Navy Department this week 
authorized the enlistment of mar¬ 
ried college graduates for the V-7 
deck and engineering Naval Re¬ 
serve Midshipmen courses leading 
to commissioning as Ensigns in 
the Reserve. Each married can¬ 
didate for the V-7 course must, 
however, furnish a statement sign¬ 
ed by himself and his wife at¬ 
testing that his dependents will 
be adequately provided for during 
the period of training. 

College juniors and seniors who 
are married will not be considered 
quantified for the course under the 
new revision. Unmarried candi¬ 
dates for the Reserve Midship¬ 
men's school must remain unmar¬ 
ried for the duration of their 
training. Currently the candidate 
enliats as an apprentice seaman 
and becomes a midshipman after 
one month’s training. 

Enlistments for the V-7 course 
are being taken at the Navy Re¬ 
cruiting Office, Room 304 Cus¬ 
tomhouse Building, ,and at the 
Office of Naval Officer Procure¬ 
ment, 217 Camp Street.
